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Victory v VPL All-Stars, Olympic Park, Tues KO 7.30PM 


Football will return to it’s spri- 
tual home in Victoria when the lo- 
cal footballing fraternity gathers 
to support those in need at FFV’s 
Bushfire Appeal match. 

When a VPL Select XI take on Mel- 
bourme Victory at Olympic Park Stadium 
tommorrow night, it will be to raise funds 
for the families affected by the bushfires 
which ravaged the state in February and 
March. 

173 lives were lost in Australia’s worst 
ever natural disaster in which over 2000 
homes were destroyed, leaving more than 
7000 people homeless. 

In addition to the fixture’s primary focus 
of support for bushfire victims, the clash 
serves as the Victory’s first pre-season hit 
out in preparation for their 2009/10 A- 
League campaign, the squad having been 
back in training for a month. 

It’s also an opportunity for the stars of 
the VPL to test themselves against what is 
currently the best side in Australia’s pro- 
fessional competition. 

The coach of the VPL Select XI, Mel- 
bourne Knights manager Chris Taylor, 
said that he would take into account 
both the charitable nature of tommor- 
row night’s event as well as his squads’ 
eagerness to put one over the reigning A- 
League champions. 

“Obviously the Bushfire Appeal is 


the main thing, it’s a fundraiser and it’s 
important that we need to be supporting 
that,” he said. 

“But once the game starts we’ll be con- 
centrating on beating Melbourne Vic- 
tory.” 

Taylor said that his men will be extra 
keen to make an impression given that 
most A-League squads haven’t finalised 
their playing lists, this match giving them 
the perfect oppportunity to show their 
wares to potential suitors. 

“Td like to think it’s a case of put- 
ting players in the shop window for Mel- 
bourne Victory and other A-League clubs 
as well. This is a very good opportunity 
for the VPL players to show that they’re 
capable of playing at the next level.” 

“T have spoken to Ernie Merrick to see 
if there is anyone he wants to look at in 
particular and the VPL clubs have made 
their own recommendations, but at the 
end of the day I have picked the squad.” 

Several members of the VPL Select side 
can expect to be looked at by A-League 
clubs looking to top up their lists before 
the upcoming season. 

One player who already has several A- 
League clubs excited is 17 year old Jason 
Davidson of Hume City, son of Socceroo 
legend Alan. The promising left-sided 
teenager is also a member of the Under 
20 national squad, with his progression 
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into Australian football’s professional 
ranks appearing to be a case of not if, but 
when. 

Richmond’s 22 year old defender Erhan 
Karahan, formerly of top Turkish outfit 
Sivasspor, has been a standout for the 
Eagles this season and is considered by 
many VPL observers to have what it takes 
to play in the national competition. 

Hamlet Armenian of Dandenong Thun- 
der has been a major reason behind his 
team’s terrific start to the season and the 
exciting 22 year old winger was last year 
rated by Australian FourFourTwo maga- 
zine as one of the best 10 players in the 
country outside of the A-League. 

Heidelberg Warriors Nigerian attacker 
Osagie Ederaro has lit up the VPL this 
season and currently shares the lead of 
the VPL’s goalscorers charts. The 22 year 
old former youth international has pace 
and creativity in abundance to match his 
appetite for scoring. 

And classy 19 year old attacking mid- 
fielder Mate Dugandzic of the Melbourne 
Knights’, who spent last season at Croa- 
tian giants Dinamo Zagreb, is highly rated 
and may also be on the radar of scouts. 

A celebrity match featuring he likes of 
Sam Kekovich, Victorian Sports Minister 
James Merlino and Shane Crawford will 
be the curtain raiser to the evening’s main 
fixture.

FFV President Tony Dunkerley said 
he hoped the public would support the 
event. 

“This event is obviously for a wonder- 
ful cause, but it will also be a wonderful 
spectacle,” he said. 

“We really hope people get along to the 
game to raise as much money as possible 
for the families and businesses that need 
it after the devastation of the recent Vic- 
torian bushfires. 

“It’s a great opportunity for the FFV 
and Melbourne Victory FC to join forces 
to help those in need.”

Submission Made of No-Confidence 


10 of the 12 VPL clubs are set to ask 
the State Government to intervene 
on their behalf after demanding that 
FFV address numerous issues they 
have with the Federation’s manage- 
ment of the sport, outlined in an 
email sent to FFV President Tony 
Dunkerley last week. 

The 10 clubs met on April 22, resolving 
to put their concerns in writing. 

The email - sent by Men’s Standing 
Committee chairman Aki Jonnas on behalf 
of the 10 clubs - is still without a response a 
fortnight after being received by FFV. 

“The FFV were initially requested to 
respond within 7 days, but the clubs then 
gave them until 5pm on Wednesday (5 
May),” Ionnas said. 

“There has still been no response.” 

One of the submissions made was that 
a motion of no-confidence in FFV CEO 
Mark Rendell had been passed by the clubs 
attending the meeting. 

The clubs other resolutions and submis- 
sions included: 
- That the 10 clubs “vehemently oppose” 
the creation of a new Men’ Summer 
League; 
- That they refuse to meet with FFV’s ap- 
pointed consultant to review the VPL, for- 
mer Cricket Victoria CEO Ken Jacobs; 
- That all VPL club names and logos are 
retained; 
- That FFV increase their promotional and 
marketing committment to the VPL; 
- That the Federation clarify the rights and 
obligations of VPL clubs; 
- A request for an urgent meeting with the 
FFV Board. 


FFV CEO Mark Rendell declined to com- 
ment regarding the clubs’ no-confidence 
motion, but said in a statement made to 
Goal! Weekly yesterday that the clubs’ con- 
cers were being dealt with as part of FFV’s 
review of the VPL and that he wanted the 
clubs to participate in that process. 

“The issues raised in relation to the Vic- 
torian Men’s Premier League are being ad- 
dressed in the immediate instance through 
an independent and comprehensive review 
of the semi professional leagues in Victo- 
ria. 

“The review is being undertaken by 
consultant Ken Jacobs, who has been ap- 
pointed by the FFV, and aims to ensure that 
all issues from all relevant representatives 
of semi professional leagues in Victoria are 
captured and clearly represented. 

“This process has been embraced by all 
other representatives of the sport, includ- 
ing the State League One Clubs, and the 
feedback from participants have been ex- 
tremely positive in that the sessions have 
provided a positive and productive forum 
in which to table all issues. 

We value the feedback of the Victorian 
Men’s Premier League, and on behalf of 
the Board I can reassure you that the re- 
view, which is to be finalised by Mid May, 
will be presented to the FFV Board as a 
completely independent report. 

“Therefore, as the expressed views of the 
Victorian Men’s Premier League will form

an important part of the final report, I urge 
the clubs once again to adhere to the pro- 
cess in place and meet with Ken Jacobs so 
the issues raised can be accurately captured 
and presented to the Board for its review 
and action. 

“The review of the semi professional 
leagues in Victoria aims to assist the FFV in 
developing strategies to make the leagues 
strong, viable and self sustaining, and the 
input from the Victorian Men’s Premier 
League will assist in bringing about posi- 
tive change and growth across our Premier 
competitions.” 

Mr Ionnas said that while the club’s 
didn’t object in principle to a review of the 
VPL, the clubs’ believed the Men’s Stand- 
ing Committee should conduct any review 
of the competition. 

“It’s nothing personal against Ken Ja- 
cobs. The 10 clubs believe that the Men’s 
Standing Committee should be doing the 
review of the league. They believe that that 
is the committee’s role.” 

“Pll also be meeting with the State 
League clubs shortly to discuss the issues. 
Only four of the State League 1 clubs have 
met with Ken Jacobs to discuss the FFV’s 
review. 

The committeee is elected every two 
years by the clubs to represent their in- 
terests to the FFV Board, it’s role clearly 
specified under FF V by-laws; to advise and 
make recommendations to the Board and 
CEO on matters relating to FFV’s Men’s 
competition. 

“Under the FFV Constitution, the Men’s 
Standing Committee is there for the clubs 
and should be respected by the FFV.” said 
Ionnas 

“I’ve spoken to all 6 Men’s Standing 
Committee members and all of them have 
agreed with the resolutions passed by the 
10 clubs.” he added. 

The two VPL sides that did not attend the 
April 22 meeting of the clubs were South 
Melbourne and Green Gully. 

Goal! Weekly contacted Gully president 


Charlie Farrugia, who declined to com- 
ment on the matter. 

And whilst not in attendance at the 
meeting nor a signatory to the motion, 
South Melbourne FC did agree to make 
a statement to Goal! Weekly regarding the 
issues raised. 

South Melbourne secretary George 
Koukoulas said “South Melbourne FC is 
committed to an improved Victorian Pre- 
mier League which will enhance all club’s 
abilities to attract patrons and sponsors. 
We believe that the season should switch 
to summer as we have experienced first 
hand, from our days in the NSL, the ben- 
efits of playing in the warmer months. It is 
important that there is a fair and transpar- 
ent plan for the future of the VPL and that 
all clubs in Victoria can aspire to be a part 
of given they meet criteria which needs to 
set by the VPL and current clubs. 

“The FFV proposed Summer League 
model, although well intentioned, requires 
a lot more work to ensure that it can have 

any chance of being successful. It is vital 
that current clubs both at Premier league 
and State | level be properly consulted and 
used as an initial base for any revamped 
league. Properly resourced and given the 
importance and relevance it deserves, the 
VPL has the potential to be the best second 
tier competition of any code in Australia if 
adequately marketed and promoted.” 

Mr Ionnas also said that the 10 clubs 
behind the letter felt strongly enough about 
the issues to take the matter to the State 
Government. 

“The clubs are adamant that they want 
to take it to the Minister for Sport because 
they’re getting no answers.” he said 

According to Ionnas, the clubs are keen 
to avoid having to appeal to the State Gov- 
ernment for help, saying they want to col- 
laborate with FFV and help shape the fu- 
ture direction of the VPL. 

“The clubs are happy to work together 
with FFV in the best interests of the game, 
but clubs want to be heard. They want their 
opinions to be taken into account. It’s been 
two weeks since the clubs have asked for 
this letter to be sent to FFV, and they’ve 
heard nothing back. What does that say to 
you? The perception out there is that they 
(FFV) don’t care.” 

Ionnas said the 10 clubs wanted the FFV 
to provide the local competition with ad- 
equate marketing and promotional support 
and match the clubs’ own efforts to pro- 
mote the VPL. 

“A lot of help needs to come from FFV 
to further promote the VPL. Running clubs 
is voluntary. I see committee members and 
board members going out of their way in 
their own time to try and run a football club 
and do whatever they can to promote their 
clubs. 

“T’ve been to a lot of clubs and I’ve seen 
them advertising, going to schools to give 
free passes, clinics and flyers.” he added. 

“The FFV need to get together with the 
clubs and just ask one question which they 
haven’t asked yet, 

“How can we help you?.”

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EAGLES HIT HUME HIGHWAY 
Ziggy Winner Costs Eagles Top Five Spot 


The Eagles hosted Hume City on 
Friday night in a game pitting two 
sides down on their best form. 

Richmond had snatched a late draw at 
Heidelberg to remain in the Top Five, but 
were having to back up just four nights 
later. Hume’s form had seen them just part 
with coach Goran Lozanovski, and com- 
prised of two losses since a regulation de- 
feat of struggling Preston Lions. The home 
side went into the game missing Terry 
Antoniadis, who came off injured at half 
time at Olympic Village. City would be 
buoyed by the return of new coach Andy 
Vlahos and Tony Sterjovski to the starting 
line-up. 

Richmond began promisingly enough, 
skipper Stuart McCluskey chipping a shot 
over the crossbar four minutes into the 
game after a cutback from Richie Cardozo 
making a run into the box from a short cor- 
ner. 

The home side should have taken the 
lead after twelve minutes, a counter at- 
tack initiated by Dimitri Tsiaras producing 
two glorious chances. He carried the ball 
through the middle and sent it forward to 
Michael Catalano, who crossed from right 
to left to pick out Nick Robinson who thun- 
dered a shot into the post. The rebound fell 


to Tsiaras, who shot over the crossbar with 
the ball bouncing a little awkwardly ahead 
of him. 

A ball up the line from Danny Black 
provided Catalano with another chance 
to cross four minutes later, Lou Acevski 
saving the resulting header from Tsiaras. 
Hume looked to create a promising open- 
ing two minutes later, but the header from 
Andy Vlahos from Zoran Petrevski’s cross 
struck the covering Catalano and was 
cleared. 

A low drive from Tom Milardovic when 
a free-kick was only partially cleared saw 
Acevski forced into a brilliant save, the 
offside flag raised when the rebound was 
put wide. Petrevski appeared offside when 
put through on the right five minutes later, 
before shooting wide. Just before the break 
a Cardozo free-kick from twenty-two 
yards was comfortably saved by Acevski, 
leaving the match scoreless at the interval. 

It was only three minutes into the sec- 
ond half that the scoreboard operator was 
finally called into action. A free-kick from 
Tony Sterjovski from the right, just outside 
the penalty area, was met by the head of 
Petrevski. Though Peter Zois managed to 
get a hand to the ball he was unable to push 
it anywhere other than the top corner of the 
goal as Hume City took the lead. 
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Tsiaras headed over a Cardozo corner- 
kick in the fifty-sixth minute, but attacks 
from Richmond were becoming less fre- 
quent as Hume began to assume control of 
the game.

IN THE BEGINNING... 


I know this column is called Blast 
from the Past, but given that most 
people believe the first game of As- 
sociation Football was not played 
in Australia until the 1880s, what, 
you may ask, am! on about? 

It is, however, 150 years since the first set 
of rules for what became Australian Rules 
were written in Melbourne. The other day 
when trawling through Bell’s Life in Vic- 
toria in 1864 I came across a letter by a 
fellow who signed himself Free Kick, who 
was very familiar with what was happen- 
ing in the United Kingdom and Australia 
at the time. And this is what he wrote: 

‘The game of football appears destined 
to become as popular in this colony as it 
has already become in England, where 
it is now fully recognised as the national 
winter game. ... Within the last year or 
two ... football in England has received a 
great impetus, and clubs have been formed 
in various places, the movement having 
been warmly espoused by many University 
men, who have to a great extent shaken off 
their old prejudices, and are favourable to 
the formation of a universal code of rules, 
by which, in future, the game should be 
played. ... The Football Association was 
accordingly formed, and set of rules drawn 
up, which by a very curious coincidence, 
are very nearly similar to those which were 
decided on at a meeting of representatives 
of football clubs, held at the Parade Hotel, 
near Melbourne, some 5 years ago. ... and 
it is certainly creditable in every way to the 
judgment of the gentlemen then appointed, 
that the very rules they then decided on have 
subsequently been adopted by the members 
of the Football Association in England. 
Whether a stray copy (for the rules were 
neatly printed and got up) ever found its 
way home I do not know, but if not it is a 
strong argument in favour of our own code, 
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Advertisement for a football match in 
the Warrnambool Examiner, 28 May 
1861. On 4 June the paper reported: 
‘There is every prospect of the good 
old English game of football becom- 
ing quite a popular institution in this 
District during the winter time. On 
Saturday last there were about twen- 
ty players assembled on the cricket 
ground, and away they went to work 
kicking with all their might. Unfortu- 
nately, however, but two goals had 
been attained, before bang burst the 
ball, and as no substitute could be 
obtained, the players were obliged to 
give up just as they were getting nice- 
ly warmed to their work. The meeting 
ultimately resulted in the formation 
of a football club.’

that the football parliaments assembled on 
opposite sides of the globe, should bring 
the identical same result of their labours.’ 
Our man, Free Kick, seems to be sug- 
gesting that the clubs which formed the 
Football Association in 1863 might have 
gained inspiration for their set of laws of 
the game from what was happening in Mel- 
bourne four years before. To me this is a 
bit far fetched, and a bit like the claims for 


Aboriginal or Irish influence on Australian 
Rules, or at least Melbourne Football Club 
rules, as drawn up in 1859. But when you 
read what the Europeans saw Aboriginal 
children doing you begin to wonder. 

Early European settlers and travellers 
reported the existence of their games and 
sometimes provided extensive descriptions. 
Blandowski commented on the game he 
had seen, which is represented in Mutzel’s

etching, ‘The ball is made out of Typha 
roots: it is not thrown or hit with a bat, but 
it is kicked in the air with the foot ... The 
aim of the game: never let the ball touch 
the ground.’ 

It is beyond doubt that Aboriginal games 
which used a purposely-made ball existed. 
Since many of the references apply to the 
period before 1859, just what did observ- 
ers have in mind when they used the word 
‘football’ to describe what they saw? It 
could not have been the Australian game 
since this did not come into existence un- 
til then. My good friend, Ian Syson, points 
out that Blandowski’s description looks 
more like soccer than Australian rules, o1 
rather the football exercise which we used 
to perform in our youth in Scotland called 
‘keepy-uppy’, keeping the ball off the 
ground by use of feet and body not arms 
and hands. 

Those migrants who came from a Scot- 
tish or English background might well have 
seen and played a similar type of game in 
their youth, since the majority of reported 
observations come from people who did 
not attend English public schools or univer- 
sities. There was a strong Scottish presence 
in the western district of Victoria, particu- 
larly around Warrnambool and Portland. 

One problem with all this, of course, is 
that there is no real contemporary evidence 
that the English referred to Australian rules 
or that the Australians mentioned Aborigi- 
nal activities when drawing up their re- 
spective codes. So while these are interest- 
ing speculations, or myths if you like, it is 
worthwhile keeping up the search for infor- 
mation on both possibilities. Who knows 
we may be able to find connections if we 
look hard enough.

1863: The Cambridge Rules are rewritten to pro- 
vide the game’s first uniform regulations. 

1866: The offside law is changed to allow play- 
lers to be onside provided there are three players 
between the ball and the goal. 

1882: The associations in Great Britain unify their 
rules and form the International Football Associa- 
tion Board (IFAB) to control the laws of the game. 
1886: The first official meeting of the IFAB takes 
place. 

1891: Introduction of the penalty-kick. 

1913: FIFA becomes a member of the IFAB. 

1925: Amendment of the offside rule from three to 
two players. 

1938: The present Laws of the Game are framed 
in a new system of codification, based on the Laws 
previously in force.

1992: Goalkeepers are forbidden from handing 
lback-passes. 

1994; The technical area is introduced into the 
Laws of the Game, with the Fourth Official follow- 
ing the next year. 

1996: Linesmen are renamed Assistant Referees. 
1997: The Laws are revised. 
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This week I’m taking another look 
at the $3000 fee on player transfers 
between State and A-League clubs 
once again as the hostilities between 
the VPL clubs and the FFV look set to 
resume once again. 

Under the new system introduced by the 
FFA, when a club signs a player to their first 
ever professional contract they must also 
pay a fee of $3000. This money is then sup- 
posedly paid back to the clubs that played a 
role in their development. I say supposedly 
because I know in Richmond’s case it took 
more than a few months, emails and phone 
calls to see them re-reimbursed their share. 
It was half a year of questioning the FFA 
before the ball really started rolling. It was 
then they were informed that they would 
need to supply details of the cheque (al- 
ready banked and spent by the FFA) for the 
matter to proceed further. You would expect 
the FFA to have a professional accounts de- 
partment which could have confirmed these 
details themselves, so you can only assume

It is a ridiculous fee, especially as they clubs 
that pay it are faced with restrictions on how 
much they can make should this player be 
picked up by an A-League club. Is it also a 
joke that the two fees are exactly the same?

tract should scrapped as soon as possible, 
though this is unlikely whilst the FFA con- 
tinues to take over the administration of 
A-League clubs like Perth Glory, Adelaide 
United and Queensland/Brisbane Roar. 

If it isn’t obvious enough that the FFA 
are stealing from grass roots poor to give 
to the rich, consider the transfer history of 
Antun Kovacic. The defender joined New- 
castle Jets from Richmond. Whilst Rich- 
mond received the maximum $3000 fee, 
Newcastle soon pocketed $30,000 when 
selling him to Ulsan Hyundai of Korea. It is 
little wonder that local clubs seek arrange- 
ments with overseas clubs or agents rather 
than deal with A-League clubs. Indeed there 
is a former Richmond player currently with 
the Portsmouth FC Academy and Reserves 
teams which would see the club receive a 
figure greater than selling thirty players to 
the A-League should he earn a full profes- 
sional contract over there.

Three such youngsters have benefited from this 
system. Simon Taylor, Richard Di Mauro and Anthony 
Thalassinos all started off playing in the junior ranks 
and are now playing senior reserve football. The 
President says it is a testament to their hard work but 
also for staying with the club despite the presence of 
other clubs. 

It isn’t just the kids who have stuck with the club. 
Essendon United has a number of former Premier 
and high-grade players who dropped down many lev- 
els just to be part of club. One is Chris Hatzikonstanti- 
nos who has played in every senior team possible. He 
was part of the 2008 Division 2 championship team 
and typifies the family culture at Essendon United. 

“We are like a bunch of brothers. We muck around 
and have fun. There are guys who have played at top 


levels previously who just want play some football 
with their mates. We are a bunch of asylum seekers, 
in the football sense.” 

Brotherhood comes from strong leaders. Senior 
Coach Norm Mancuso, a former Werribee player, has 
been coaching senior football since 2006 and began 
with Essendon United last year as player/coach. He 
is concentrating on specifically coaching this season 
and is not a player. 

Club captain Enzo Inglesi is highly regarded with 
the club and was named the best player of the league 
last year in Division 2. 

Young clubs need someone with genuine experi- 
ence. Although Essendon has lots of members with 
genuine experience at grassroots level, a former 
international tops all this. Enter former Socceroo and 
National Soccer League player Con Boutsianis. 


Tiialassinds says it is through friends " met Bout- 
sianis and the idea to play at Essendon United devel- 
oped from there. 

“After a year of speaking with Con on and off, | 
asked him if he wanted to play football when he was 
in Melbourne. There is no-one better to bring to the 
club. He is a professional player and really puts our 
club on the mat.

Signing Boutsianis has undoubtedly added im- 
mensely to Essendon United’s profile, but creating 
strong development is just as important.

Sydney Olympic 1-4 Sutherland Sharks 

A whirlwind few minutes midway through the 
first half saw the visiting Sutherland Sharks race 
to a 4-1 lead over Sydney Olympic at Belmore, 
and the scoreline remained unchanged at the fi- 
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nal whistle. 

The game began with a controversial goal for 
the home side after four minutes. Tolgay Ozbey, 
energetic as always, raced onto a long ball on 
the left; with Sutherland keeper Nathan Denham 
advancing on him, he side-footed the ball gently 
towards goal, where it was cleared on the line. 
However, the referee ruled that Denham had 
fouled Ozbey, and a penalty was awarded. Chris 
Triantis took it, and his unforgiving right foot 
slotted the ball low into the right-hand corner. 

The home side might have made it two on six 
minutes, when Iain Ramsay surged down the 
left and cut the ball back to Paul Wither, who 
snatched at his shot and sliced wide. Two min- 
utes later, at the other end, a defensive thump up 
the middle was met by Brad Boardman’s glanc- 
ing header, and Sam Emmanouil did well to get 
a fingertip to the ball, which was subsequently 
cleared off the Olympic goal-line. 

The game remained lively, and Olympic 
looked just on the point of retaining the initia- 
tive when a free kick from Triantis was glided 
just wide of goal by Michael Cindric on 21 min- 
utes. However, the next few minutes decided the 
course of the game in the favour of the visitors. 

On 22 minutes, it became 2-1. Olympic failed 
to clear a loose ball on the edge of their area; 
Nikas raced onto it and sent a delightful reverse 
pass into the path of Jim Bakis, who motored on 
into the six-yard area and slid the ball expertly 
past Emmanouil. 

A minute later, 3-1. Again, it was a through- 
ball from midfield that did the damage; Neil 
Jablonski won a tackle in midfield and released 
Boardman, whose left-foot shot Emmanouil had 
no chance of saving. 

And on 25 minutes, 4-1. It was Jablonski at the 
heart of it again, receiving a crisp infield pass 
from Boardman and knocking it in the direction 


of Bakis in the inside-right channel. The veteran 
again eluded the Olympic defence and slammed 
home an unstoppable right-footed shot. 

Nick Theodorakopoulos was stunned into ac- 
tion, removing makeshift central defender Peter 
McPherson, who had looked decidedly off the 
pace, in favour of the experienced Bobby Dra- 
gas. Sutherland, for their part, began to sit back 
and allow the hosts the majority of the posses- 
sion. Just after the half-hour, a left-footed pile- 
driver from Ozbey on the edge of the area was 
deflected over the bar: from the resultant corner, 
Dragas headed inches wide of the far post. 

And there was no shortage of effort from 
Olympic in a mediocre second period, but they 
failed to create many clear chances. Sutherland’s 
play became loose and listless, but ultimately it 
mattered little. 

Sutherland might have had a fifth soon after- 
wards, with Jablonski’s low right-footed shot 
saved and Boardman being debatably called 
back for handball, when he tackled Emmanouil 
following a defensive mistake and slotted the ball 
home. The game then became bogged down in 
embryonic Olympic attacks and cheap turnovers 
by Sutherland, as several of the home support- 
ers headed for the exit. Mayora provided some 
interest for those who remained with a header 
just over the bar on 77 minutes, and a thumping 
right-footed shot which pinged off the bar four 
minutes later. At the other end, Emmanouil was 
lucky not to concede another when he fumbled 
a shot from substitute Matthew Villazon, who 
had been teed up by his fellow sub Matthew 
Hall. Fortunately for the Olympic gloveman, he 
scrambled back to gather the ball on the line. 

A precious three points for the Sharks, and a di- 
sastrous afternoon for Nick Theodorakopoulos’ 
team.

The pair combined as Liverpool took the lead in- 
side two minutes when Torres unlocked the West 
Ham defence with a perfect pass that allowed Ger- 
rard to run clear and round West Ham keeper Rob- 
ert Green to finish in style. 

And, when Torres was fouled by Luis Boa Morte 
seven minutes before the interval, Gerrard scored 
from a rebound after his penalty was saved by 
Green. 

Liverpool wrapped up the formalities six min- 
utes from time when substitute Ryan Babel scored 
from Dirk Kuyt’s cross after his first effort was 
blocked by the unfortunate Green. 

West Ham entered the game with their sights set 
on qualifying for the Europa League via seventh 
place, but they never recovered from Gerrard’s 
opening salvo and anxious moments were few and 
far between for Liverpool. 

It crowned an efficient display from Liverpool 
- and at least gave Manchester United food for 
thought ahead of the derby at Old Trafford over- 
night. 

Everton keeper Tim Howard set a new club 
record of 16 clean sheets in a disappointing 0-0 
match against Tottenham Hotspur, in which nei- 
ther side had many threats on goal. 

While Howard usurped Neville Southall’s re- 
cord of 15 clean league sheets set back in 1996, 
the USA international and opposite number Heu- 
relho Gomes were rarely tested in a game bereft of 
genuine goal-scoring chances. 

Blackburn all but sealed their Premier League 
place with a comfortable 2-0 win over a Ports- 
mouth side still desperately seeking the win they 
need to survive. 

Rovers’ win means they can only now be rel- 
egated on goal difference, though a Monday night 
draw between Newcastle and Middlesbrough 
would guarantee safety for Sam Allardyce’s side. 

Relegation-threatened Sunderland had to settle 
for a point despite dominating much of the 0-0 
game against Bolton at the Reebok Stadium. 

Sunderland’s attention will now turn to Mon- 
day’s match between their struggling North-East 
rivals Newcastle and Middlesbrough. 

A victory for either side in that game would drag 
Ricky Sbragia’s men closer to the bottom three. 

Fulham boosted their European hopes as they 
overcame Aston Villa. 

The hosts opened the scoring when James Milner 
conceded a penalty for a push on Diomansy Ka- 
mara and the impressive Danny Murphy stroked 
in the spot-kick. 

Ashley Young equalised when he rifled the ball 
into the top corner but he later hit the post from 
six yards. 

Fulham regained the lead when Kamara arrowed 
in a diagonal shot and the striker made it 3-1 with 
a cheeky back-heel flick from a free-kick. 

Meanwhile, two goals from Marc-Antoine For- 
tune handed West Brom a 3-1 victory against 
Wigan and gave the side a huge boost in their 
fight to avoid the drop. 

Fortune gave his side the lead when he headed 
in from close range after Gianni Zuiverloon’s shot 
was parried. 

Hugo Rodallega equalised when his low free- 
kick squeezed past Dean Kiely. 

Chris Brunt then scored from the spot after Titus 
Bramble tripped Fortune, who later rifled in the 
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Liverpool’s Steve Gerrard scores against West Ham

ON THE ORIGINS OF SUPPORTERS 
Showing One s True Colours 


I find myself in a reoccurring po- 
sition at this point in the year. At- 
tention affixed to the lower league 
play-offs of England, hoping that 
my football gaze will be redirected 
to the Championship next year; 
but equally prepared for another 
year of League One anonymity. 

In this moment, I ponder the origins of 
individual football allegiance. 

Many don’t have a choice: a supporter 
from birth, indoctrinated in an era of vul- 
nerability. At the most impressionable 
stage of their lives, children are draped 
in a team’s colours, oblivious to the sig- 
nificance of their garments. Unaware 
that imposed support for Middlesbrough 
is tantamount to having vinegar poured 
in your eyes on a weekly basis or that 
Scunthorpe United aren’t likely to be a 
powerhouse anytime soon. 

All parents want the best for their chil- 
dren. The most blessed of opportunities. 
Does wanting the best for the little tack- 
ers not extend to providing them with a 
team that is likely to win more than five 
times a season? 

A trip to the football unveils many a 
child in the midst of programming, par- 
ents implanting the seeds of support that 
will have fully bloomed by the time the 
tot is aware of its existence. Think of 
the pain to be inflicted. The potential for 
enduring under-achievement. Dashed 
hopes. Schoolyard taunts. Would it be 
beyond reason to suggest it a form of 
child abuse? Probably — just. But how 
could a parent teach otherwise? Club 
support is as hereditary as hair, eye and 
skin colour. It links parent to offspring. 
Morals, ethics and religious beliefs are 
preset in childhood, but even these seem 
more open to change than team loyalty. 
Amongst those with a true sense of the 
game, switching teams is beyond blas- 
phemy — it’s downright treason! You are 
as likely to uncover a born-again Chris- 
tian in your daily life as you are a born- 
again Chelsea fan. 

“Don’t change horse midstream” po- 
litical re-election campaigns often spout, 
imploring voters to re-instate the incum- 
bent. Typically the words of a sinking

politician choking on diminishing polit- 
ical oxygen, but in football it commands 
adherence. 

For some (ie. me), membership will not 
come at birth. Selection will be made 
through their own process of vetting and 
influence. 

The freedom to set one’s own alle- 
giance comes with great responsibil- 
ity and requires meticulous thought. 
Choose a thriving club in the midst of 
success without justification and you'll 
be seen to be climbing aboard the slow 
passing bandwagon that moves across 
town. 

Assistance will abound when in the 


search for a football soul-mate. The 
pursuit initiates a fervent recruitment 
drive; it’s a chance for the established 
supporter to influence the uninitiated 
and bolster the ranks of their club. Each 
will espouse the merits of their clubs, 
the benefits of being part of their legion; 
passionately spruiking their club’s vari-

ous virtues with scant mention of short- 
comings. 

“Well, we’ve won three European 
trophies and 10 league titles — join us,” 
erupts the persuasive cry from one camp. 
“No, no you don’t want to choose them, 
they’ve done nothing recently; we’ve 
made the Champion’s League semi-fi- 
nals four years in a row — become one of 
us,” an opposing recruiter responds. 

What next? An unrelenting ring of the 
doorbell on a Sunday morning, disturb- 
ing a deep weekend slumber to proffer 
pamphlets and advice on the right team 
for you? “Good morning. We’re Arsenal 
supporters and we’d like to take a mo- 
ment of your time to talk to you about 
Arsenal Football Club and the way it 
can change your life,” the two identi- 
cally clad gentlemen on doorstep would 
intone, their matching bicycles gleam- 
ing in the background. 

Such pressure placed on the selection 
process. A decision one way may affect 
relationships and set a path of sporting 
rivalry or disappointment. A life part- 
nership is to be set. Such care in selec- 
tion is called for when choosing a com- 
panion for life. Filing for divorce isn’t 
an option in this matrimony. There is no 
escape through the completion of stan- 
dard paperwork: contradictory opinions 
on team selection don’t qualify as ‘irrec- 
oncilable differences’. 

Suddenly the wanton selection process 
of the casual female supporter seems rea- 
sonable: “Ohhhh, I love their baby blue 
uniform, I must go for them!” Or the 
no less scientific: “He’s hot! What’s his 
name? I’m definitely going for them!” 

Maybe a pre-programmed, heredi- 

tary association isn’t so bad after all? 
A birth-right which doesn’t require a 
justification: “Because my dad went for 
them” a sufficient riposte to lifetime in- 
quisitions.

ONLY THE STRONG WILL SURVIVE 
Whos Got What It Takes To Take A Tilt At The EPL? 


Even though the English Premier 
League is a couple of games from 
being over, we have yet to discover 
which three teams will have to spend 
next season in the Championship. 

However, as the Championship has con- 
cluded, we do know the teams which will 
replace them; Wolverhampton Wanderers, 
Birmingham City and one from Reading, 
Sheffield United, Burnley and Preston. But 
what exactly does it take to be a success in 
the top English division? And do any of the 
soon to be promoted sides have what it takes 
to stay around for longer than just a solitary 
season? 

There is certainly no magic formula to 
make any side instantly successful in the 
Premier League. During the course of a sea- 
son there are many factors, some control- 
lable and some not, which define how well 
or badly a team will do. Yet there are ways 
that a club can give themselves the best op- 
portunity to ensure either their success, or 
simply their survival. And it is in these key 
areas that the newly promoted clubs for next 
season need to be strong, because otherwise 
they could be yet another one season won- 
der in the top league. 

Firstly, in terms of the players on the field, 
there are three main areas that a promoted 
side need quality; in goal, in central de- 
fence, and up front. The first two mentioned 
are crucial as any side which is coming up 
against great attacking talent every week 
will need to be concede as few goals as pos- 
sible, which in turn would help them attain 
as many points as they can. And on the flip 
side of that coin they need a proven goal- 
scorer leading their line. The Champion- 
ship is full of strikers that can score goals at 
that level, yet when they come up to the big 
leagues they struggle to put the ball in the 
net. Now I’m not saying that every strik- 
er needs to score huge amounts, but every 
team does need at least one guy who can bag 
a goal in big games. Often one man can be 
the difference between survival and failure. 

As well as having quality, a good promoted 
squad will also have experience. If, either 
as a club or as individuals, a promoted side 
have had recent experience in the top league, 
the chances of their survival are greatly in- 
creased. Players that have played at the top 
level understand what it takes to play against 
very good opposition every week, as well as 
playing against teams which are markedly 
better than you. Most successful teams, not 
only in terms of Premiership survival but 
also in terms of actual success, have a blend 
of youthful exuberance combined with old- 
er, and wiser, understanding. 


Wolves have been a howling success this season, romping away with 
the English Championship. Will they have enough bite for the EPL? 


The final area in which a promoted side 
need to be strong is generally found walking 
up and down the touchline during games; 
the manager. A great manager can make any 
team better than they actually are, and can 
make players believe in themselves more 
than they thought possible. If survival is of- 
ten a battle, then the managers are the gener- 
als who need to inspire their troops into not 
only fighting, but into winning. 


Most successful teams, not only 
in terms of Premiership survival 
but also in terms of actual suc- 
cess, have a blend of youthful 
exuberance combined with older, 
and wiser, understanding. 


Of course, there are other areas in which it 
helps to be good, for example shroud trans- 
fers dealings can boost a team’s morale, as 
can great home attendances and massive 
crowd support. Yet these are often not as 
controllable or as stable as clubs would like, 
and so they cannot be depended upon. In- 
stead, clubs must insure that they have the 
quality, experience, and good management 
which are needed to stay in the top divi- 
sion. 

Just look at the teams which could be go- 
ing down this season. West Brom, Boro, 
Newcastle and Hull have all been weak at 
the back, and have not really had anyone 
to put the ball in the net at the other end. 
Granted, Michael Owen is a goalscorer, but 


he has been injured most of the season. And 
although Geovanni has done well at Hull, 
he is not a goalscorer. Also, the managers 
at those clubs lack any major experience. 
I’m certain that if Newcastle had kept Sam 
Allardyce in charge they would be safe by 
now. 

So if we can identify what a team needs 
to be successful in the Premier League, can 
we see any soon to be promoted sides with 
such qualities? 

The four teams which will contend the 
playoffs have all had good seasons, yet they 
all have their own shortcomings. Both Shef- 
field United and Reading have very similar 
squads as to when they were relegated in 07 
and 08 respectively, and although that does 
suggest a certain amount of experience in 
the team, it does also suggest that if they 
have not improved the quality of the squad 
then there is no reason to suggest that they 
will survive next year where they failed be- 
fore. Neither side have a major goalscorer, 
and both have weaknesses at the back. One 
advantage that Reading has is that their man- 
ager, Steve Coppell, is very experienced and 
could be able to mastermind some success 
in the Premier League, as they did when 
they came up in 06. 

The other playoff teams, Burnley and 
Preston, are relatively inexperienced at the 
top level of football. Burnley have an effec- 
tive attack which scores plenty of goals, yet 
they leak goals at the back. They play in a 
similar fashion as to how West Brom played 
last year, which suggests they may also be 
at the bottom of the Premier League next 
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year. They have proven that they can play 
well against the big teams, as they did well 
in both the Carling and FA Cup this year, 
beating several top flight opposition during 
their cup runs, yet a Premiership season is 
very different to a cup competition, and they 
would go into the season, much like their 
manager, as unproven at the top level. Pres- 
ton also have an inexperienced manager, and 
their squad seems to lack depth and overall 
quality, so I cannot really see them getting 
further than the playoffs this year, and if 
they did, I see them very much struggling in 
the Premier League next season. 

The two teams which will definitely be 
in the Premier League next year are Wolves 
and Birmingham. Wolves won the Cham- 
pionship this year due to their strength up 
front, and their dogged determination which 
has been installed in them by their manager 
Mick McCarthy. On the surface they could 
be good contenders to stay up next season, 
as they have a solid goalscorer in Ebanks- 
Blake, and they have some Premier League 
experience. Also, their manager has been 
around the block, and could help them attain 
Premier League status. However, I worry 
about them at the back, as I feel that al- 
though they may be ok going forward, they 
will also be leaking goals, which ultimately 
can spell disaster for any promoted side. 

The club which I believe has the best 
chance of staying in the top flight next year 
is Birmingham. They have a great, experi- 
enced manager in Alex McLeish, who has 
won league titles with Rangers in Scotland, 
and has managed the Scottish national team. 
The squad itself is made up of a mix of 
older and younger players, most of whom 
have some Premier League experience. 
They also have a solid defence combined 
with goalscorers, such as Kevin Phillips and 
James McFadden, up front. I wouldn’t be in 
any way surprised if the Brummies finished 
in mid-table next season. 

Ultimately, however, as I have suggested, 
it is very difficult to predict how well any 
team will do in the Premier League. Almost 
nobody gave either Stoke or Hull hope of 
staying in the top flight this season, yet both 
could stay up. Although there are always 
some key indicators as to how well a team 
will do, one can never accurately predict ex- 
actly how a season will go. All that the pro- 
moted sides can be sure of, however, is that 
they will be tested in every game of the sea- 
son, and they need to be ready for the fight. 
As West Ham would attest to, it’s great to be 
in the Premier League, but it’s bloody hard 
to stay there.

ENGLISH COACHES - AN ENDANGERED SPECIES 


With many of the promotion is- 
sues settled in the lower leagues of 
English football, a trend that started 
nearly two decades ago sees no 
sign of abating. 

Out of the three promotion places up 
for grabs to the EPL at least two of the 
promoted clubs will have non-English 
coaches/managers. 

English managers like Tony Mowbray, 
Gareth Southgate and Alan Shearer seem 
destined for the drop, to be replaced by 
Alex McLeish and Mick McCarthy —a 
Scot and an Irishman. 

Is this really a problem? If so what is the 
answer? 

It is if we are looking for English coach- 
ing talent to take over from Fabio Capello. 
The problem is English coaches are hired 
too soon and fired too soon. The situation 
was highlighted by Gary Neville when he 
suggested that too many coaches were be- 
ing hired that hadn’t the necessary UEFA 
coaching licences. Alan Shearer is one but 
there are other examples. 

The answer is for coaches to serve longer 
apprenticeships in the lower leagues, to 
gain qualifications, prove themselves and 
get gradual promotions through the league 
ranks, just like in any normal workplace. 
Occasionally there will be some coaches 
that don’t need that gradual progression 
but as time has told us these are few and 
far between. 

Countries like Germany, Italy, Spain and 
France have a top league stacked with 
indigenous managers and coaches. I’m not 
here to say if this is a good thing or a bad 
thing, just to point it out. These coaches 
and managers in other countries have, for 
the most part, progressed the old fashioned 
way, through experience and not as much 
through playing achievement. 


Foreign coaches have certainly made their mark on English shores. 


The question is though where have the 
young English coaches all gone? 

Tony Adams and Paul Ince were sacked 
after a few months in charge of Portsmouth 
and Blackburn respectively. They were 
replaced by more experienced men in Paul 
Hart and Sam Allardyce. When there is a 
rare new vacancy at the bigger clubs like 
Liverpool or Chelsea the names thrown 
about are usually Italian, Spanish or Dutch, 
guys with a wealth of experience. 

How did this come about? Chelsea were 
known for their English coaches, having 
been managed previously by Glenn Hoddle 
and John Hollins and Liverpool had an 
extensive history of English coaches like 
Roy Evans and Bill Shankly. 

So what changed? The Premier League 
happened. With the advent of the TV 
money more foreign players and inevitably 
coaches were attracted to the EPL. British 
managers had a reputation of playing a 
long ball ‘up and at em’ style that, as prices 


rose, fans were reluctant to see. Football 
became entertainment. 

Coaches from the continent were per- 
ceived as having more sophistication in the 
areas of tactics with more advanced coach- 
ing methods and nutrition. The main prob- 
lem we have now is that English coaches 
are becoming even less of a species in their 
bread and butter, the second tier of English 
football, the Coca Cola Championship. 

As stated earlier, the biggest problem 
can be that English managers, especially 
those who were distinguished players, are 
in charge of clubs too soon. With any new 
manager, more so with one that is unprov- 
en in the top flight, there is an element of 
risk. If things go wrong early in their reign 
they are lampooned by fans and targeted 
by the media. 

Take Blackburn as a case in point. There 
was talk of disquiet amongst the players 
and unrest amongst the fans barely a few 
months into Ince’s reign. Taking all the 


factors into account it is no wonder chair- 
men pull the trigger, and far too quickly in 
my opinion. 

Ince and Adams had not fully served 
their apprenticeships like in the old days. 
Ince managed at Swindon Town, Maccles- 
field and the Milton Keynes Dons, whereas 
Adams endured an unsuccessful spell at 
Wycombe, trained to coach in Holland 
at Feyenoord and Utrecht and was an as- 
sistant coach at Portsmouth for a few years 
under Harry Redknapp. 

The point is neither managed in the tier 
just below the EPL, they were given the 
keys to the kingdom without proving they 
had the credentials to reign and once given 
them were ousted even quicker when 
results turned. 

The other British coaches have more 
extensive experience. Take Birmingham’s 
Alex McLeish, he is an ex-Motherwell, 
Hibernian, Rangers and Scotland manager. 
Mick McCarthy managed Millwall, the 
Republic of Ireland and Sunderland before 
getting promoted with Wolves. 

Why is it different in other countries like 
Italy, Germany where indigenous people 
make up the majority of managers and 
coaches The reason for the prevalence 
non-English coaches is that historically 
the language of football is English and 
therefore the language isn’t so much of 
a barrier, even to non-British coaches. In 
Germany, they have Swiss and Austrian 
coaches and players, just as in England we 
have Scottish, Irish and Welsh coaches, 
though not to the same extent. 

Whatever the nationality of a coach, 
the apprenticeship should be more or less 
the same, serve in the lower leagues and 
gradually get four to five years experience 
until one of the EPL clubs knock on your 
door. 


AN ALTERNATIVE TO THE LOTTERY OF PENALTIES AND AWAY GOALS 


| watched the two UCL semis and 
the UEFA cup semis last week, and 
aside from the number of times play- 
ers fell over with less contact than 
you’d get queuing for a curry, | was 
struck by the number of times the 
away goals rule and penalties was 
mentioned. 

I’ve never much been a fan of penalty 
shoot-outs. To decide the winner of a game 
by such means seems artificial. I also have 
a dislike for the away goals rule. One alter- 
native to this would be to forget the away 
goals rule altogether. The trouble is this 
would result in more extra time and penalty 
shoot outs as games end in draws. My 
alternative would be to only count away 
goals at the end of extra time. 

This would not have helped Barcelona 
in midweek as instead of qualifying within 
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the 90 minutes they would have to have 
survived another thirty with 10 men. 
Werder Bremen would have had to brave 
the 30 minutes of extra time in their game 
with Hamburg. 

My point is that there is no logical reason 
why away goals should count double. It is 
just seen as an accepted part of football. 
Surely a simple aggregate formula without 
away goals will still produce the correct 
winner, i.e. the best team. As a compromise 
if the scores are level after extra time then 
away goals could be counted, just as hap- 
pens in the league cup in England over two 
legs. 

But what happens if both games end 1-1 
or 0-0? I am an advocate of avoiding the 
penalty shoot-out at all costs so my answer 
would be that if the scores are level both 
teams should play on with coaches allowed

Brunswick City trekked out to the vast 
expands of Keilor Lodge Reserve to 
take on ‘cellar dwellers’ Sydenham in 
a match that would see them regain 
top spot after Altona East’s loss to 
Thomastown the night before. 

But it was not to be as City’s inability 
to convert in front of goal cost them even 
though they dominated for long periods in 
the game. The game as a spectacle was frus- 
trating as the unevenness of the pitch pre- 
vented either team from playing attractive 
football. 

Sydenham began quite well and got an 
early shot on target as Robert Taleski’s half 
volley was well held by Dimitropoulos in 
goal for Brunswick. Brunswick continued to 
apply the pressure and began getting on top 
in the middle of the park through Karas and 
Squillaciotti forging a good partnership. 


Unfortunately for Brunswick the well or- 
ganised defence of Sydenham led by Zoran 
Markovski dealt well with all crosses and 
their inability to get in behind the defence 
made their attacking moves quite predict- 
able. 

The solitary chance to get in behind the 
defence was created by Defeo in the 19’ 
as he beat his opponent down the left and 
whipped in a low cross in front of the face 
of goal only to see Stafrace’s flick goalward 
take a late bobble sending the ball over the 
bar.
